The snggestion made by the Worlid
Is nothing else than the old device in-
vented by the anclent Romans, for
times of governmental confusion and
national danger, and copled fn modern
times by helplegs Latin-American re-
publice—the appolutment of a dicta-
tor. Undoubtedly Ellbu oot or any
one of half a dozen delegates Is able
to write a constitution for New York;
but is New York really sunk so low
in political cupacity that it is ready
for a dictatorship?

Sure, New Yorkers love thelr eity
and revere its institutions and tradi-
tions. They're golng lo celebrate the
twenty-fifth anniversary of the mixing
of the first Manhattan cocktall.

THE HAYTIAN PROTECTORATE.

Uncle Sam, policeman, seems to have
plenty of swork out for him. He iz al-
ready slanding guardeverthe Nlcarau-
guan government, collecting and dis-
pensing the customs of the Dominican
republic and planning to restore or-
der in Mexico. And on top of these
tasks he Is undertaking a new and
momentous job in Haytl.

The state department frankly an-
uounces that §t proposes to establish
a protecrorate; over the Haytian re-
pmblie for u period of ten yecars. Hav-
ing suppressed the anarchy resulting
from the assassination of the presi-
dent—who himself had earned that
fate by the eslaughter of 160 of his
politi :al enemies—our naval authori-
ties have presided over the Inaugura-
tion of & new president, and our gov-
vrnment expects the new Haytian
government to agree to the proposed
protectorate.

It will go farther than any similar
arrangemoent in our history. The plan
contemplates control of Hayti's
finances, in order to remove all tem-
tatlon from professional revolution-
Ists. It Is the loot they fight for, ex-
plains Secretary Lansing; their pre-
tonded revolutions are really “unor-
ganized enterprises which invoive no
question of principle.” The people are
sald to be starving, though the coun-
try. is naturally rich. It seems best
to “intrude, take charge of the coun-

's resources, maintaln order and
n§u along what slight politizal pos-
sibiliiies the people have, for a few

years, in order to save them from

‘themselves.

It may be necessary, but it's a task
that Inspires little enthusiasm. Con-
gress of course will have the last
w1 to say about it, and thero may
be objection in the senate to ratify-
ing the treaty.

In any event, the Haytians and all
other hot-blooded Americans to the
gouth of us need have no fear that we
mean to gobble up Haytl, They may

surance. given by Presldent Wilson in
his Mobile speech that we are not
seeking one foot of forelgn territory.

The wave of imperialism that swept
over the country efter the Spanlsh
war has subslded. \American senti-
ment i{s even reconclled to giving up
the Philippines, which we bought with
a naval victory,gnd a blg sum of
money, u-i‘ soonW4ia the natives are
able to take cdre of themselves. The
Europesn war-has_gtrénghtened our
natural repugifatighito tertitorial con-
quost or ‘thé ’f'.l ffon - of authority

The one thing we are alming at now
in our mational life is unity of spirit
and culture. And the Haytians may
rest assured that, even if we wanted
to swallow any other group of Ameri-
cans, we should not be inclined to
choose them.
